The Director also noted he was considering advising the 
other members of the Committee appointed on Indochina that any further dis- 
cussions would be futile until official connent is received from the French 
Government respecting U.S. assistance in Indochina, 
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General Cabell:

The Director said in any event we should 
retain the ball on this matter in view of our responsibilities to pro- 
tect intelligence methods and sources and to collect foreign intelligence 
within the continental limits of the U.S.
